'. i dDUeralis a great dea(I,of sbund com- 
mon sdbae in'i tlj'e- following from 
''Fraser'gjMa^azihVcSa^'tlie effecta of 
lavish expenditure. 

"There are Tnany practical orils, 
patent of all, which result from lavish 
persoual expenditure. Iu almost every 
oaae it has a deteriorating efl'cct on the 
character, pandering to vanity and con- 
ceit. In an ideal world no one \Vould 
(jbtain additional respect and defer 
once on account of riches. But under 
present conditions large expenditure 
is a bribe for obsequious and undeserv- 
ed homage, ciuite as certainly as money 
given by candidates at elections is a 
bribe for political power. While it 
it tends to make many of the ))0(jr 
false and sycophaiitis, it lias tlie elt'uet 
of giving the rich a .very exaggerated 
idea of their own worth and iiuporiance. 
Iu most cades it is a barrier to free in- 
tercourse between a iiian and his 
friends, or those who may have been 
his friends, Imt who Imvu ceased to 
he, on account of prosperity, sellishly 
used, having enabtod and encouraged 
him to indulge in tastes and liabitH 
beyond their nieaiia. It is l>ut K(>l(lom 
that riches are enij)k)yeLl for cultivat- 
ing the society of the worthiest and 
best. It would be nearer the truth to 
say that they are mostly used to cul- 
tivate the society of tho rich, who can 
give a return for expensive entertain- 
ment — a practice especially inconsis- 
tent with the principles professed by 
the religious world, who are not less 
than others tbeslayesof the prevailing 
fashion." Again, from Ihe custom of 
lavish expenditure set by the opulent, 
extravagant expectations are foruietl 
as to what decency demands from pro- 
fessional persons or others of moder- 
ate means, which often make life a 
very hard struggle, when, but for the 
(;i;ami)!o set by plul(jcrats, existence 
might be comfortable anil easy. There 
is a large class, the vain and weak- 
luiuded, over whom the custom of the 
rich has such overwhelming force that 
in order to comply with it, they com- 
mensc life on a scale quite beyond 
their moans, the consequence being a 
perpetual struggle with fate, or, iu 
many cases, utter degradation and 
ruin. "
